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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by F. P. Ellzey (US 
2,786,435). 

Ellzey discloses a single strip of metal rolled upon itself in a generally spiral pattern so as 
to form a tube (Fig. 1), said single strip of metal having an edge line of a spiral pattern extending 
along a length of said tube (Fig. 1), said edge line extending at an acute angle with respect to a 
longitudinal axis of said tube (Fig. 1), said tube having an inlet at one end and an outlet at an 
opposite end thereof, each of said inlet and said outlet having a smaller diameter than a diameter 
of said tube between said inlet and said outlet (col. 1, lines 38-44), said inlet and said outlet 
being mechanically deformed by flospinning into said smaller diameter; and a weld line affixed 
to said edge line so as to fix said edge line to an adjacent or underlying surface of said single 
strip of metal, said weld line sealing an interior of said tube (col. 10, lines 14-35). 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 5/12/09 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Col. 1, lines 38-44 states that structures of various sizes, shapes and characters can be 
manufactured, not limited to providing round, cylindrical structures, fuselage or wing sections. 
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A fuselage of 747 Boeing airplane, before being assembled, has diameters of front and back ends 
smaller than a diameter of the double deck section or mid-section. Further, the tube shown in 
Fig. 1 can be made to have the bottom section diameter smaller than the mid-section by 
continuously wrapping the metal strip. Further, a tank such as a barrel has both ends smaller 
than the middle section 

A recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention (a muffler shell) must result in a 
structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably 
distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of 
performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. 

The welding is performed along seam or joint of 102 (col. 10, lines 29-31). 

Fig. 1 shows a single strip of metal.
